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Start Airmail Service At 
Massachusetts, New York 


Cities; Will Have Cachets 


The Post Office Department has chosen New Years Day 1953 for 
the inauguration of additional airmail service on route AM-94 which has 
as one of the terminal points, Albany, N. Y. From there a Segment 5 
is to be started which will serve several Massachusetts cities. Four days 
later, on January 5, the city famed as the site of Sing Sing Prison, 
Ossining, N. Y., will be an added airmail stop on the north segment of 
route AM-111. On both days, and from the respective cities, the Post 
Office Department will make it possible for collectors to obtain cachets 





on their prepared covers. 


The official bulletin from the De- 
partment deseribed the new air 
service as follows: 

Effective on or about January 
1, 1953, air mail service will be in- 
augurated over Segment 5 of route 
A. M. 94 from the terminal point 
Albany, N. Y., the 
points Pittsfield-Westfield, and Wor- 
cester, Mass., and the terminal 
point Boston, Mass. 

Special cachets will be provided 
for those stop points listed above

With each recurring Christmas 


feast, we are all the more over- 


whelmed by the stupendous mystery of the birth of Christ. If we could 
understand the majesty and grandeur of Almighty God hidden in the 
form of this helpless infant, we would faint away at the revelation of 


so wondrous a mystery. 


No event in the entire world has ever brought such a vast outpour- 


ing of literature or art. 
All down through the centuries 


artists have vied with one another 


in producing scenes depicting the ‘‘Madonna and Child.’’ Many of these 
works have been copied in one form or another on the stamps of the 


world, and give rise to much study. 





In 1943 Hungary issued a set of 
stamps (Scott types A110, A111 
and A112) upon which we see the 
‘‘Message to the Shepherds’’, ‘“The 
Nativity’’ and ‘‘The Adoration of 
the Magi’’. These are truly Christ- 
mas stamps. 

In 1938 this country had put out 
one bearing the title ‘‘Madonna, 
Patroness of Hungary”’ (A35) a real 
work of art. Other fine items Hun- 
gary has issued are seen in types 
A23, A28, A65, and A77, but an- 
other that is most noticeable is 
the ‘Ivy Crowned Virgin’’ patron 
of pilots, SP69. 

Romania remembered Christmas 
in 1906 with ‘‘Angel Announcing the 
Birth of Christ’? stamp. 

Another most noted design, 
‘Adoration of the Magi’’ was by 
Lucas Van Leyden, (1494-1438). 

This art treasure is owned by the 
Art Institute of Chicago, and it is 
a masterpiece of Dutch portrayal 
of an oriental scene. 

Lucas painted all his religious 
pictures with a setting of costumes | 
true to the wealthy life to the 16th | 





were copied from the Moors of | 
southern Spain. The gifts they are | 
presenting in this picture to the| 
new born babe might well have 
been imagined by Lucas from the 
costly treasures the oriental mer- 
chants sold in Dutch towns. In the 
background, a party of horsemen 
are setting forth from the gate of 
a castle. Both Mother and Babe are 
as sweet and ethereal as the Magi 
are elaborate. 


“MADONNA AND CHILD 
ENTHRONED“ 
(By an unknown Artist) 


There is -being shown an old 
painting that is of a most unusual 
design, called ‘‘Madonna and Child 
Enthroned”’. It is not very lovely, 
not of bright attractive coloring, 
but dull, dark and drab. Nobody 
knows who painted it, but it was 
painted on wood, in the province 
of Tuscany, Italy, date unknown. 

Christianity was sweeping 
through the world, driving out 
earlier gods and goddesses and 
destroying paganism, and all art 
was concerned with religious sub- 
jects, and the paintings of madon- 
nas for altar pieces and saints were 
their greatest achievements. 

The Old Testament commanded 
that man should not make any 
“graven images” of his God. The 
early Christians puzzled over this 
and decided it was wrong to make 
the pictures lifelike. For that rea- 
son they made instead a sort of a 
design of the human figure, and so, 
their saints were carved or painted 
according to the pattern, very 
thin, sickly pale looking figures- 

The unknown Tuscan who made 
his picture of Mary and Babe on 
wood so long ago decided that fea- 
tures were worth painting, and

after all Jesus and his Mother had 
been human beings.

THE VIRGIN, 
By Fra Angelio (1387-1455 


In the collection of Edsel B. 
Ford of Detroit is ‘“‘The Virgin,” 
a deeply religious painting with a 
really human beautiful face. This 
style was the result of the Ren- 
aissance, or rebirth of art. Fra 
Angelico who had been shut away 
from the world since he had taken 
the religious vows of poverty, 
chastity and obedience, found it 
was necessary to use as models 


!century in Holland. His Wise Men|the handsome young men of the 


monasteries. 

The Virgin, by him was evident- 
ly painted with a boy as a model, 
but it was enough like the old 
Byzantine religious paintings to be 
acceptable to the church for an 
altar piece. He never offended his 
superiors by too much worldliness 
as did many other artists. 

The change of thought in relig- 
ious art can be noticed plainly. In 
the madonna stamps issued by 
Saar, in type A30, we see the 
‘“‘Madonna of Blieskastel’’ while in 
type SP10 there is shown in more 
modern style the ‘‘Madonna by 
Ferruzio’’. 


“THE BLACK VIRGIN” 


The Black Virgin is shown on two 
stamps issued by Spain in 1931. 
These are types A91 and A92 of a 
set of five, known as the Mont- 
serrat Issue. This issue was brought 
out in commemoration of the old 
monastery which had been built 
at Montserrat in 1031. 

Here we see the sacred image of 
the Black Virgin which it is claim- 
ed had been carved by St. Luke 
(1 AD) This image was solemnly 
crowned by Pope Leo XIII in 1881. 
One can easily see the model for 
the stamp was an image. The pro- 
file view (A92) is most unusual, 
and more enlarged than the picture 
shown sitting. (A91). 

This image carved by St. Luke 
could easily have been from mem- 
ory tho the carving must have 
been crude. It shows plainly how 
in those early days of religious art 
that it was the custom to use a

The Catalogue Committee of the 
American Air Mail Society has an-| 
nounced that the entire cost of| 
production of the massive two vol-| 
ume edition of the ‘“‘American Air | 
Mail Catalogue” has been com-} 
pletely offset and that future mon- | 
ies received from the sale of the! 
current edition will be applied to! 
a special fund to keep the cata-| 
logues up to date and to publish 
books in other fields of air-post 
collecting as occasion may require. 
Simultaneously with this statement, 
announcement was made by L. B. 
Gatchell chairman of the Catalogue 
Committee and editor of the So- 
ciety’s publications, that work 
would commence immediately on 
a supplement which will include 


corrections and additions to the} 


present volumes and bring all list- 
ings up to a current basis. 


Volume I of the present edition | 
was released in 1947 and Volume} 
II in 1950, and it is believed that 
a book of 300 to 400 pages will | 
be required to accomplish this pro- | 
gram. The present plans call for | 
the supplement to be issued in a} 
single volume and will include cor- | 
rections and additions for both Vol- | 
ume I and Volume II. It is hoped | 
that this volume can be slenad | 
in the hands of collectcrs by the} 
late fall or winter of 1953. 


The history of AAMS catalogues 
best exemplifies the type of work | 
undertaken by the Society and the | 
group of people who work for it. | 
In 1931 the first step in the pub-| 
lication field was taken when the 
rights to ‘The Airpost Journal.”’ | 
were acquired. The group brought | 
out its first catalogue in 1931 when | 
it published a complete catalogue 
on Contract Air Mail Covers. 

The Society’s dream of an all- 
inclusive catalogue was realized in 
1940 by the release of the ‘‘Ameri- 
can Air Mail Catalogue” — a large 
single volume book of over 800 
pages. This edition has long since 
been sold out and these volumes 
are now library pieces 

With the exhaustion of the 1940 
edition, the editors immediately 
started to work on a revised edi- 
tion. By this time it was apparent 
that no single volume could ac- 
commodate the massive amount of 
data which needed to be included. 
As a consequence two volumes 
were brought out, one in 1947 and 
the second in 1950. The volumes 
complement each other and are 
completely non-duplicating in scope 
Volume II contains an inclusive 
index covering both volumes. Com- 
piled by Harry M. Konwiser, this 
master index permits the instant 
location of any listed cover. 


Reeves Assumes 
SPA Presidency 


With the sudden death of Ignatz 
Reiner, president of the Society of 
Philatelic Americans, on Novem- 
ber 29, vice president Ben Reeves 
of Chicago, Ill. has automatically 
become the new president in ac- 
cordance with the by-laws of the 
organization. 

Fortunately, just a few weeks 
ago Mr. Reiner was in Chicago 
and worked out various plans 
with Mr. Reeves. The new presi- 
dent will carry out those plans as 
well as many new ones under 
consideration, all for the good of 
the membership in particular and 
the hobby in general. 

Mr. Reeves has been an active 
stamp collector for more than 50 
years and has been active in or- 
ganized philately for the past 25 
years. He has exhibited exten- 
sively, not only in this country 
but abroad where his collections 
have won numerous prizes and 
awards. 

He is recognized as an author- 
ity on various phases of philately, 
is a well-known author, and has 
collaborated extensively with 
other authors in connection with 
our hobby. 

He is a member of long stand- 
ing not only in the Society of 
Philatelic Americans, but the 
American Philatelic Society, Col- 
lectors Club of N. Y., Royal Phil- 
atelic Society of London, many 
local stamp clubs, specialized 
study groups, Postal Historians 
of London, and Postal History 
Society of Great Britain. 

In many of these clubs and 
groups he has held offices from 
time to time and is constantly in 
demand as a judge of stamp exhi- 
bitions and as a speaker.

tives, March 31. 

| The charter was signed in Octo- 
| ber 1951 and the organization is 
| officially known as ‘‘Organizacion 
'de Estados Centro Americanos” 
(ODECA). 

In the airmail part of the issue 
will be a 20c scarlet, picturing the 
|ODECA Coat of Arms; 25c¢ tur- 
|quoise, ODECA Flag; 30c gray, 
| presidents of the five republics; 
60c green, Charter and five flags; 
1C. violet, map of Central Ameri- 
ca. 

The regulars are 4c blue, ODECA 

ag; 5c green, Central American 
map; 6c brown, ODECA Coat of 
Arms; 10c green, five presidents; 
50c slate, ODECA Charter and five 

ags. 

Printing is from engraved plates 
by Thomas de la Rue & Co. of 
London, Egniand. 

All the above will be sold at 
face value plus return postage and 
registration costs. A set of five 
airmail singles will cost 47c, and 
five regulars 15c (U. S. money). 
Larger quantities pro rata. 

The official rate of exchange is 
5 Cordobas equal one U. S. dollar. 
One Cordoba equals 100 centavos. 

Collectors can also send covers 
to which the above stamps can be 
affixed and cancelled on the first 
day of issue. All envelopes must 
bear a name and address and a 
stuffer and an indication as to 
what stamps are to be affixed. 

Payments can be made by bank 
check, cashier’s check, personal 
certified check or dollar bills. Send 
orders and payments to Philatelic

Death Of Charles 
Townsend At Akron 


Charles A. Townsend retired 91 
year old letter carrier and nation- 
ally known stamp and cover col- 
lector died at his Akron, Ohio 
home Saturday December 6. He 
had become intrigued with stamps 
as early as age 9 and subsequently 
an avid collector and dealer. 

He was born in Dunkirk, N. Y. 
but at age fifteen the family came 
to Akron. 

In 1926 he retired from active 
duty as a mail carrier after 28 
years of service. He is survived 
by a son-in-law, two grandchil- 
dren, and three great grandchil- 
dren. 
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THE FIRST stamps bearing the 
likeness of Queen Elizabeth II of 
‘ England as a queen were issued 
by the British Postal Administra- 
tion on December 5. Colors and 
denominations are 1%d green and 
214d red. Production was by 
photogravure. Portraits on both 
stamps are excellently produced 
pictures of England’s sovereign.

Anyone who has taken the 
trouble to keep tabs on prices dur- 
ing the past twelve months by 
now must have been impressed 
with the fact that had he bought 

of following exhibition 
panes at ASK prices reflécted in 
our bulletin, today he could move 
them out at BID and still take a 
reasonable profit. These issues in- 
clude the increasingly popular 
Byrd Panes, le and 3c Chicagos, 
and the le and 3c Parks series. “ 

This is one of the interesting 
angles that presents itself in the 
rising market such as we have 
now, and the logical follow-up to 
this is the desire to anticipate what 
NEXT issue will be ready for simi- 
lar appreciation. After Byrd Panes 
began to rise, they were shortly 
followed by the four issues noted 
above, and even more recently Ti- 
pex caught on to the point that they 
disappeared at the $20 per 100 
level and are now a $31 item, 
which is a fine increase im any- 
body's language. 

The present cycle seems to be 
still in an early stage, yet we 
still have an obsolescence factor 
in preparing these comments. For 

ple in our previous column, 
mention was made of that fact 
that Byrd sheets would soon be 
reaching the $10 level, whereas 
the sheet had not only hit $10, but 
actually was quoted at $10.254n our 
Dec. 20th issue. Furthermore indi- 
vidual lots of the issue in wholesale 
units of 50 were bringing $9.50 per 
lot, which was the same as the 
20c retail we had projected as a 
possibility rather than a.reality. 

Now that Exhibition Panes and 
Farleys have already shown a re- 
markable performance and have 
staged a good come-back during 
1952, the big question is to pre- 
dict what series of commemora- 
tives will be in line for a like 
rise in 1953. We do not have much 
evidence to support this as yet, 
but Famous Americans could be in 
for some extra activity. 

The Famous set has been around 
in quantity for a long time, and 
just as soon as supplies are gone 
at present levels possibly they may 
get on the band-wagon. Flags 
might even out-distance Famous 
because of the very favorable ratio 
of face to market value. Anyway, 
the Parks set has already set the 
stage for one of these other two 
issues turning in a similar perfor- 
mance. We’ give you more de- 
finite quotations on these sometime 


in January.

20th Century Fancy Cancels 


Fancy cancellations on our older stamps has long been one of 
the popular fields of specialization but few collectors seem to realize 
that fancy cancels are perhaps more numerous on 20th century 
stamps than on 19th century issues, 

It is true of course that most of these were created by some- 
one who wanted to inject a bit of humor into the canceling device, 
but that is true also of the older cancels. Both groups have brought 
forth reprimands from the Post Office Officials forbidding their use 
from time to time, but both groups do exist and as we said, there 
are perhaps more of them and of greater variety in 20th century 
cancels than in 19th, 

In order that there might be a record of 20th century cancels, 
Mr. Foster W. Loso of Elizabeth, N. J. planned a book on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Heyliger de Windt was co-author and the book was finally 
completed, but the author passed away about the same time, leaving 
the edition in the hands of his widow. 

This book is bound in cloth, pages are 7x10 inches in size, 
printed on excellent paper, over 160. pages, illustrated with over 
1200 illustrations of 20th century fancy cancellations. Where known 
the town in which the cancel was used is noted also the approxi- 
mate date of use. Much other information is provided and the 
book is an excellent guide to the fancy cancels of the 20th century. 

You need this book if you want to gather these interesting 
cancels. A copy can be had postpaid from the publishers or from 
the office of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News for $5.00. We understand 
the edition was limited. 


Forgeries and Fakes 


As I have said before, these things should not worry the average 
collector to any great extent as he will run into few of them if he 
keeps his eyes open. 

For the real student of stamps who wants to know and under- 
stand all points about such matters, a study of a paper by Alexander 
J. Sefi, read before the Philatelic Congress of Great Britain in 1929, 
will be of great help. This is a pamphlet of 28 pages and thus ex- 
pensive at the price quoted, however for the student who ‘wants 
the information, it can perhaps be had in no other way. . Janet van 
den Berg, of Worthington, Ohio has obtained a few copies of this 
paper by Sefi which can be had for $1.10 postpaid. We can recom- 
mend this for the real student but not as a desirable pamphlet for 
the average amateur, 


Words Of Wisdom 


Once in a while we find something about stamps in the non- 
philatelic press worth talking about. In the October 18 issue of 
“Business Week” we find some comments on stamps and stamp col- 
lecting, much of-it is poorly given and inaccurate, rather sort of 
wishful thinking of the man who prepared the copy. There is how- 
ever one sentence which is sound advice and which we are going 
_ to quote here for it is too often disregarded and thus the cause of 

despair or regret on the part of some collector who if he needs this 
advice will feel better. 

This is perhaps with reference to the boys who rush to the 
Post Office and buy a sheet of each new stamp. The advice we 
want to quote from Business Week says .... “If you’re looking for 
profits, don’t invest any money unless you can forget about it for 
-10 or 15 years.”

Mr. Stefun states that the Super- 
intendent of Documents, U. S. Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C. has a pamphlet titled, 
“Silverfish” — Leaflet No. 149, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
at 5c per copy. Just send the coin 
to that address with the title of 
the publication. 

Clayton W. Grafton, Akron, Ohio, 
at wits end how to do the thing 
he was trying to do, got an answer 
which should be of general inter- 
est since no doubt a number of 
you have had the same experience.

A reader mentions that the 
stamps of today scuff a lot easier 
than formerly. Wants to know if 
poorer paper is the cause. 

The stamp he sent as a sample 
is the Mt. Rushmore which has a 
vertical format and was placed in 
that position on the envelope. In 
its trip through the cancelling ma- 
chine a part of the design was 
scuffed off at the bottom. 

I believe the paper is as good as 
it ever was. As I mentioned some 
months ago you have to put these 
“high” stamps on the envelope in 
a horizontal position to keep them 
from damage. Even a well ad- 
justed automatic canceller at the 
post office will peel off part of 
the design when it extends below 
a certain level from the top of the 
envelope.

I note by the Times of London 
that the Crown Agents last year 
sold some 15,000,000 British Colo- 
nials through their London and 
Washington offices. All were, of 
course, unused, that is, they did 
not include the cancelled-to-order 
trash currently on the market 
which originates in the colonies 
themselves. The 15,000,000 mints 
had a face value of about $750,000. 
Thus the Crown Agents do a far 
smaller business than our own 
Philatelic Agency. 

Tired of the conventional flag 
gummed stickers to mount at the 
head of your printed album pages 
alongside the coats of arms and 
rulers’ portraits? P.P. Payne and 
Sons, Ltd. of Hayden Road. Notting- 
ham, England are offering sets 
printed in full color on satin. 
Here’s your chance to have that 
something different! 


To get ready cash to handle 
Coronation orders, prominent Brit- 
ish wholesalers are offering Silver 
Wedding £1 stamps at face or less 
in quantity and are clearing out 
parcels of old stuff such as the 
earlier Newfoundland George VI 
Coronations well below face. This 
may be “good business” but it un- 
fortunately destroys collector con- 
fidence when collectors learn of it, 
as they always do. 


Readers continue interested in 
the Rapkin Foldless Hinges gum- 
med at the top on one side and 
at the bottom on the other side, 
mentioned here some time back. 
These are readily available to any 
dealer at $14 per 100 packs plus 
postage. The British manufacturer 
advises that H. R. Harmer, Inc. 


acts as American distributor but l 


I have been unable to get details 
fror.. that firm over _ several 
months, so don’t know whether 
they are actually stocked on this 
side or not. 


The used German Colonial yacht 

type stamps currently on wide of- 
fers, singly or by weight by mix- 
ture and kiloware dealers, origi- 
nated in several mailbags full of 
postal form clivpings discovered 
in the Berlin post office a year or 
so ago. Even the high values were 
found in considerable number. 
There is, however, wide demand 
for such items and no market glut 
or large price cuts can be expect- 
ed. It’s really a great boon to 
specialists who want postmarks, 
etc. that the material came to 
light. 
The find emphasized the fact 
that most Germanic high values 
were attached to postal forms 
rather than on registered letters 
and parcels. If a special cancella- 
tion is used, no trouble results, 
but when a black one and some- 
times even the regular post office 
one is employed, collectors are of- 
ten led astray. Beware offers of 
high values from London reading 
“BLACK CANCELLATIONS”. To 
the initiated, this means non-postal 
ones. 


To several readers who have 
asked what disposition has been 
mace of the late Dr. Rufus Watt’s 
famous collection, I'll have to say 
that I don’t know. Probably some 
Los Angeles collector can advise. 
It is certainly a beauty! 

French dealers continue to flood 
the mails and to fall all over 
themselves in ads offering imper- 
forate French commems and ‘‘Lux- 
ury Proof” sheetlets at 75c up to 
$1.50 or so per copy for the former 
and at $2—$3 each for the. latter. 
None were regularly issued, all be- 
ing presentation copies, and they 
of course have no place in a regu- 
lar stamp collection. 

Unhappily, many are floated in 
this country as errors and great 
rarities and auction buyers often 
pay $20—$25 each. If they are 
specialists and want such sideline 
material, they would save them- 
selves lots of money by subscribing 
to a few French Journals offering 
them at highly competitive prices 
week in week out. 


Private stamp exchange clubs 
are a British institution... There 
are dozens of them, some under 
dealer auspices and some under 
collector management. They do an 
incredibly big business. to give 
only one example, the Roseworth, 
operating from Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, sent out 100 packets priced 
at over £22,000 (some $62,000) in 
a recent four-month period.

pattern or a design instead of the 
human form, since the scriptures 
had taught that ‘‘No graven image”’ 
should be made. 


“MADONNA AND CHILD” 
Botticelli, 1444-1510 


In the collection of Max Epstein 

of Chicago, we have a picture of the 
Italian School of Art. So far the 
painters of the 15th century had 
broken away from the earlier cus- 
toms, such as those shown by 
the unknown artist who had paint- 
ed ‘‘Madonna and Child Enthron- 
ed”’. 
We see the earlier Tuscan had 
just begun to study the human face, 
but in this Botticelli we see he had 
mastered it, and he produced more 
than perhaps any one in his time 
the dimples and folds of a healthy 
baby as well as the smooth outlines 
of a lovely woman. 

The model for this subject, being 
described was Simonetta, a young 
beauty with whom Botticelli was 
in love. She died when he was 23, 
but he continued to paint her fea- 
tures as he remembered them for 
34 years after her death. She had 
a pale spiritual face which ap- 
pealed to the Italians of the cen- 


tury. 

It is said the Lorenza di Medici 
was walking in his garden on the 
night of Simonetta’s death, when 
he saw a bright new star in the 
sky. He exclaimed, ‘‘See, there is 
the soul of that marvelous woman, 
she has changed into a star.’’ On 
the left shoulder of Botticelli’s 
Madonna he placed a most un- 
usually brilliant star. 


“THE HOLY FAMILY” 
by Jacob van Amsterdam. 


This Dutch artist, like so many 
before discussed, has hardly paint- 
ed a scene of Bethlehem or Judea, 
or of a Babe born in a stable. In 
his magnificent art work, van 
Amsterdam has seated the Holy 
Mother on a bench, and dressed 
her in satin, velvet, embroidery 
and fine linen. Then he painted 
a face which, without its pious ex- 
pression could easily have belong- 
ed to some rich young lady of Hol- 





and. 

St. Ann has curled her long 
flowing hair, and donned a dress 
almost as elaborate as her sainted 
guest. The Babe looks like a cun- 
ning Dutch dolly. The Wise Men 
coming down the path are dressed 
like merchants of Persia. 

In the background one sees 
beautiful hillsides, snowy turrets, 
pruned trees and even landscaped 


walks, all unlike a Palestinian 
scene. The artist was weaving 
tapestry, one would think, and 


even the many-colored peacock 
looks like a piece of woven work. 
The Madonna holds on her lap a 
decorated book, as if she is sitting 
in deep contemplation of some 
holy manuscript. 

Look over the stamps of Holland, 
and some other countries, and one 
will see many mother and child 
pictures issued for child welfare 
that are taken from the madonna 
paintings. 

Madonna And Child, 
Murillo, 1617-1682 


The original of this Madonna and 
Child may be seen in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art in New 
York. It is also known as the ‘‘San- 
tiago Madonna” 

Of Murillo’s. famous ‘Virgins in 
the Clouds’’, Havelock Ellis wrote 
that they were nearly all ‘“‘peasant 
girls posing» in beautiful robes that 
did not belong to them, and simu- 
lating ecstatic emotions they have 
never felt’’. 

This artist was the favorite paint- 
er of the church in Spain in his 
time. If his conventional symbolism 
and softness of his forms and colors 
seem a far cry from the audacious 
austerity of El Greco in his ‘Holy 
Family”, the difference is not be- 
tween two artists, but two centur- 
ies of Spanish culture. 


GRUNEWALD’S MASTERPIECE 


In 1508 Grunewald was the court 
painter to the Archbishop of Mainz, 
and later to his successor, Cardin- 
al Albrecht, of Brandenburg. But 
20 of his paintings survive, one of 
them being the great altarpiece 
now in the Unterdenlinden Museum 
of Colmar. It is a 16 by 11 feet 
altar composed of nine panels, of 
religious scenes. 

At the left the panel shows a 
scene of the Annunciation, in 
which the angel Gabriel appears 
to Mary as she prays in a small 
Gothic Chapel. As Mary draws 
back in humility and awe, the 
pages of her Bible miraculously 
open to the prophesy of Isaiah: 
“Behold a virgin shall conceive 
and bear a son’, 

In the central panel the incar- 
nation of the spirit through the 
birth of Jesus has taken place, 
and a dazzling choir of angels re- 
joices with viols and celestial sing- 
ing. At the right, looking more like 





a simple German girl than a ma- 
donna, Mary tenderly holds the 


newborn infant who toys with the 
rosary hung from her neck. At her 
feet is the crib, not as usually de- 
picted, for it more resembles the 
trundle beds of that age, with even 
the blanket turned down ready to 
receive the child in sleep. 

It is a great work of imagina- 
tive art, and instead of the of- 
times rude stable Grunewald shows 
a walled garden of roses closing 
in on the Holy Mother as a symbol 
of virginity. Far in the distance a 
host of angels spills from the 
heavens bearing the tidings to the 
shepherds who stand in amaze- 
ment on the mountainside. 

Only in the last 30 years has the 
real identity of this artist been un- 
covered, for Albrecht Duer had 
mistakenly been given credit for 
it. The painter’s real name was 
Mathis thart Nihart, who had 
been born in 1465. Religious art 
was at its height in the 15th cen- 


tury. 
“THE NATIVITY” 
by Lauren Ford, Conn. 


When Lauren Ford’s mother 
gave her a drawing pencil one day 
in a New England Chapel to keep 
her quiet during prayer, how little 
she dreamed that 40 years later 
the quiet child would be a fore- 
most painter of religious subjects 
in modern times. Today her paint- 
ings hang in the finest museums, 
are owned by some of the most 
exacting collectors, and this year 
they decorate the finest Christ- 
mas Cards.

Bavaria brought out a ‘‘Madonna 
and Child’”—Bavaria, (Type A17) 
stamps as a part of a set of four. 
It has the appearance of having 
been modeled from a medal. It 
is of medallion style with a sun- 
burst of Divine Light s i 
both Mary and Jesus, as she stands 
holding the Babe in her left arm. 


in 1930, showing a madonna and 
child which are lithographed (type 
A94). They were issued in connec- 
tion with the “Sixth Pan Ameri- 
can Congress for Child Welfare’, 
but by an error they are inscribed 
‘Seventh Congress’’. 

Greece brought out a Set of three 
in 1943, using the surtax for the 
care of needy children. One of the 
set is a Virgin and Christ Child 
picture, not a Madonna from any 
special copying. It is Type PTSP3. 
Here we see the Christ Child cud- 
dled close to Mary’s neck, in lov- 
ing embrace. The Babe wears the 
style of long robe of a century 
ago. Bethlehem’s star has continu- 
ed to shine out down through the 
ages; kings have come and gone, 
and their names have been for- 
gotten; wars have raged, but the 
world is still swayed by the power 
of a one time humble Babe whose 
face shines out to us in millions of 
pictures, painted by great artists, 
who have sought to capture the 
joy, hope and fellowhip of the 
message of the Christ Child. 

We as stamp collectors can play 
an important role in ever keeping 
the Yuletide as a time of gladness, 
and above all, of human under- 
standing. Our hobby therefore is 


one that will carry its standard 
high, for the entire world is the 
mission field of every philatelist, 
and each does his part to carry a 
message to every land of ‘‘Peace 
on earth to men of good will.”

It is to be regretted that a most 
comprehensive catalog of the post- 
al emissions of all sorts, of Italy, 
is in the Italian language. It 
contains so many things collectors 
of any country want to know such 
as the varieties, the day of issue, 
the designer, engraver and period 
of validity. With a language bar- 
rier most of these are lost. 

This specialized reference book 
is the “Catalogo Specializzato del 
Franecabolli d’Italia — Edizione

Accompanying many of the 
commemorative issues, especially 
those honoring various persons, 
are thumbnail biographies, just 
the kind collectors always seek 
for write-ups.

AIRMAIL SERVICE 
(Continued from page 1) 





Effective on or about January 5, 
1953, air mail service will be inau- 
gurated at Ossining, N. Y., on the 
north segment of route A. M. 111. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Ossining, and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be au 
thorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent to 
the postmaster at Ossining must be 
prepaid at the appropriate air-mail 
postage rate. Double postal cards 
and double post cards intended for 
return reply purposes are not ac- 
ceptable as first-flight covers. AD 
covers should be accompanied by 
a letter authorizing the holding of 
the covers for the first flight and 
requesting the application of the 
cachet. Space approximately 214 by 
2% inches to the left on the ad- 
dress side of all covers is requi 
for the cachet. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
to obtain better impression of the 
cachet and postmark, and to pre- 
vent damage to cover or canceling 
machine. 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers. However, at 
request of collectors, covers receiv- 
ing cachet will be given direction- 
al service only to an office desig- 
nated by the General Superinten- 
dent, Postal Transportation Service, 
and served by the first flight in 
each direction, and will there be 
backstamped and dispatched on

Issue Stamp For 
Stamp Exhibition 


A 15-dinar stamp in red brown 
depicts a starfish and other fish, 
and is perforated, being printed in 
sheets of 32. 
The second stamp is emerald 
green, of 50 dinar denomination, 
and is printed in an imperforate 
sheetlet. It follows the same de- 
sign as the 15-dinar, but has at- 
tached to it an ornamental inscrib- 
ed tab showing a view of Koper, 
the inscription bearing the name 
of the city in two languages and 
the wording ‘‘Philatelic Exhibition” 
in three languages, together with 
a ribbon with the dates of the ex- 
hibition on it. 
A special cancellation was used, 
with inscription in Croat and Ital- 
ian. 


Australian 1953 
Stamp Program 


Australia’s Postmaster General 
Anthony revealed an extensive pro- 
gram of new stamp issues for 1953, 
included in which are three for the 
Coronation of Queen Elizabeth, and 
three to publicize the food produc- 
ing industry of the nation. 

The Coronations, to be released 
just prior to the actual crowning 
of England’s queen, will have de- 
nominations of 34d, 74d and 2 
shillings. 

Three of Australia’s large scale 
food industries are to be made 
known to the world via _ three 
stamps each of 3d and three of 
342d values. They are the butter, 
wheat and beef. These are due in 
February. 

Available on March 1 will be 
new 1d and 344d items in the reg- 
ular postage series. The 1d de- 
sign will picture Elizabeth as a 
Queen in place of a Princess, and 
the 3%d will show her instead of 
her father. 

The nation’s young farmers are 
to be commemorated via a 34d 
commem in August for the 25th 
anniversary of the Young Farmers’ 
Clubs. 

Also according to Keith Tucker 
of Melbourne, Australia the sesqui- 
centennial of the Settlement in the 
State of Tasmania will be marked 
with either two or three stamps.
